plaoe ABCARRERA £ 3 Additional fuade in the aaouat af #3-900.00

2* AECARRERA C Jie a Soviet Army captain comma ndin g an 
anti-aircraft artillery battery la c unit la Beat Qemanjr* He le 
e Ukrainian bf national origin, wee born la 1919, received aeven 
years of schooling, and haa been in the Soviet any einoe 1939, during 
which tine ho haa ooapleted offioere' can d idate aeheol aid various 
officer qualification oeuracc* Ha haa basa stationed la Beat Qomany 
at least alaoo 1953* At proaaat ha la about to bo returned to the 
USSR for release to inactive duty under the recently announced demobilisation 
decree. 

3* ABCARRERA C ^waa originally 00 a tasted in August 1955 whan 
an Bast Gorman woman found a package of documents which ho had last 
and turned thorn in to BIAS la West Berlin* The doouacate were turned 
over to AECARRERA, who, using the letterhead of AEVIRGH, wrote ASCAKRSRA 
C 3 * latter through the Soviet field peotal ayatm telling hla that ha 
could got hla documents bsek by sending a trusted German to the AXT1RQZL 
of flee. A Herman s ub sequently appeared at the AEVIRGH office with a 
letter from ABCARRERA C J aid the dooumoata wore returned to him 
by this courier*

primarily on political attitudes among the personnel of hit port, 
mid mom to have few l f any reservations about furnishing It, 
although this aspect was not smphaalsed particularly during tbs 
development in ordar to avoid frightening hia off bsfors ha was 
so deeply committed that ha could not withdraw without mlMpproksnsioas 
about tha consequences of doing so. 

5. 8ubject can bast be desoribad as a natarlaliat. Ha has 
■an if as tad soma par son ai diss A isf action with tha present 8oriat 
raglna, but primarily because ho biasaa what ha faaia to ba hia 
parsonai insaourity on it. In addition, as a Ukrainian ha mom 
to hava soma resentment against tha regime lad by Orsat Russians. 

However, mainly «id chiafly ha is intaraatad in a as curs notarial 
future, and idsology plays vary ilttia rois in his outlook. As ho 
says, "*tjr sooialin must be in my pockat. Whan thora is nonay it is 
assy to road tbs resolutions." 

6. This Mtsrialiaa of subject's, couplad with tha fact that tha 
prospects for demobilised offlcara with no civilian skills (as is his 
osm) in tha USSR ars at present not tha moat comfortable, rsprssants 
tha basic means through which his cooperation, it la fait, can bo 
aacurod. Ho aost probably will have no illuaiona about what otanda 
behind ASTCROXLi at tha sans tiaa ho haa exhibited no partieuiar 
raluotanca to maintain communications, nor has ha been reluctant to 

( disclose information the revelation of which most certainly would 

got him in trouble. 

7. It ia planned to hava subject travel to What Berlin for 
aaMsasant and briefing prior to hia return to the USSR. Tine permitting, 
the following will bo accomplished at this meeting t 

A) Checking of S/V communications procedures and arrangements. 
AECARRERAC y has already bean issued a S/W system and is praotlelng 
with it. 

B) Debriefing on subjects of positive intelligence and 
operational intelligence Interest available to him a a an AAA 
battery commander. (Ha will ba directed to bring with him to 
Vast Berlin certain selected documents which normally would bo 
accessible to him, in order to extract as much positive intelligence 
from him prior to tha commitment of any support, and to check his 
bona fidaa). 

C) Provided neoesaary oxsaranoe is forthcoming, ho will bo 
instructed in the operation of CV-1 radio converter device idiioh 
will permit one-way Vf/T communication (base to agent), thus 
accelerating tha plaoamsnt of requirement# mid directions to the 
agent end reducing the load ou the internal USSR mailing facilities.

0 ) He will be direoted to tales up residence in one of 
five or six large cities in the southwestern USSR in wh oh 
or near which are located positive intelligence tv gets of 
strategic interest* While we cannot force him to teas up 
residence in any particular city, we cm indicate to hie whor- 
we would like to have him live from the point of view of being 
the greatest value to us* We will also indicate te him that 
if possible he should try to settle in one of the large cities 
of the Soviet Far East* 

0* It is planned to establish the following basic egreoment with 
the agent, provided that his further assessment indicates that the 
case should be pursued s We will furnish subject with a oertain amount 
of valuables which he will take bade with him to the USSR and convert 
there Into cash, thus providing him with a certain amount of resouroes 
which will permit him to take his time about getting established In 
oi vlllan life* The cash so produced will oonetltute subject's 
compensation for cooperating with us, with the reservation that one- 
fourth of the money realized will be used for operational expenses 
incurred at our direction* In addition, we rill deposit to a holding 
account in hie name a sum of money every month* This money will be 
available to subject in the event that in the future he gets into e 
position whore it oan be transferred to him securely, either inside 
or outside of the USSR. 

9* For hie side of the bargain, subject will undertake to xeep 
in oontaot with us through means to be determined by us* In addition 
he will undertake furnish information requested by us which information 
will for the mast part be accessible to him normally through hie ordinary 
everyday location and/or occupation, and generally will require no illegal 
procurement activity on hie part* He will to the degree feasible attempt 
to follow our directions insofar as residence md occupation are concerned* 
His cooperation In regard to furnishing information Ad staying in regular 
contact with us will ds term ins whether or not the paymAte are made into 
hi* holding account, as well as whether other unnased steps art taken to 
control or influence him further* la short, agent will furnish information 
available to him In East Qenaany* 1 tie will then stake him to enough re* 
sources to enable him to have sate choice as to his immediate future in 
the USSR* Once he returns to ths USSR, he will furnish information and 
undertake operational assignments as directed. If hie performance is 
satisfactory, escrow payments will be made to hie account aid paid to 
him if and when the occasion presents itself* 

10* It will be seen that the control factor once the agent returns 
to the USSR it practically non-existent except as it exists in the aind 
of the agent* It is felt that subject can probably be maintained In 
fairly frequent contact with us for a period of at least two years, and 
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possibly ion gar if the ability to rseupply him should praaaot itself. 
His military experience as an anti-air or aft artiilary officar may gat 
him a civilian Job eonnactad with soma aspaot of waapona development, 
and if ha dose gat sant to tha eastern part of the USSR, the financial 
support which m give him **j permit him to choose to go to one of tha 
largo cities of Eastern Siberia or the Soviet Far East, rather than 
to tha agricultural developments in tha new lands, where communications 
would bo more difficult and tha possibilities of obtaining good 
intelligence information som ewh at lass likely. 

11. Tha sum of $3,900*00 requested in this maaorandua is broken 
down as follows i 

CV-1 radio converter unit with accessories $200*00 

Deposits to escrow account t 0 months (November 1956- 
June 195?) • $150*00 par month* Monetary or 
ether resupply made to agent after his retain 
to the USSR would be drawn from this account 1200*00 

Funds for the purchase of valuables to be converted 
into oash in the USSR. Agent will be maos to 
understand that mo-fourth of the sun realised 
from the sale of the valuables will be for 
operational expenses incurred at our direction, 
and the remainder will be compensation*
